The Rules. 

For the purpose of computing interest, the year 
is divided into four calendar quarters—January 1 to 
March 31, April 1 to June 30, July 1 to September 30, 
and October 1 to . December 31. On deposits made 
during the first ten days of each quarter, interest is 
allowed from the first day of the quarter. Deposits 
made after the tenth day of each quarter must wait 
until the first of the next quarter before drawing 
interest. On deposits withdrawn, interest is for¬ 
feited for the quarter during which they are with¬ 
drawn. 

Interest is payable semi-annuahy on July 1 and 
January 1. Where an account is closed before 
dividend date, no interest is allowed for the period 
since January 1 or July 1 last preceding. 

Withdrawals are charged first against most recent 
deposits and, when these have been exhausted, then 
against the interest-bearing balance on hand at the 
first of the quarter. This is known as the quarterly 
method because interest accrues quarterly, though 
payable semi-annually. It is also known as the

ready to be divided into loaves and 
put into pans. A good rule is to 
measure its volume. The dough for 
each loaf, if made out of hard-wheat 
flour, should amount to three pints; 
if made from soft flour, to about two 
and a half pints. 

The levels to which these masses 
of dough will reach in the mixing 
bowl can be determined in advance 
and marked. If one loaf of bread is 
to be made, before mixing, pour three 
pints of water into the bowl and mark 
the point to which the water comes. 
This will indicate the height to 
which the dough should rise. 

When recipes direct that dough be 
allowed to double or treble in volume, 
it is convenient to have a measuring 
glass to determine the expansion. An 
ordinary tumbler will do, but a glass 
of smaller diameter, like a jelly glass, 
is better. Before the dough is set to 
rise, pack a small piece of it in the 
glass. Note the height to which it 
comes and mark the place it will 
reach when its volume has doubled or 
trebled, as the case may be. Put this 
beside the large loaves of bread and 
use it as an indicator. 


HOW ABOUT THAT INCOME TAX?

At the office of Collector of Internal 
Revenue John L. Flynn, it has been 
announded that forms 1040, for the 
return of individual income tar in 
excess of $5000, have been mailed to 
all taxpayers who filed a return last 
year. Failure to receive a form, 
however, does not relieve a person of 
his obligation to file a return within 
the time prescribed. 

It was further announced that 
forms 1040-A, for the individual re¬ 
turn under $5000, are being made 
ready for the mail and will reach the 
taxpayers within a week. Income tax 
conditions are the same this year as 
last. The final date when returns 
must be in the office of the collector 
is March 15, 1921.

SIMPLE RULES WILL INSURE 
SUCCESSFUL BREAD MAKING 


Bread dough rises most rapidly at 
a temperature of about 86 degrees F., 
and if it can be watched carefully so 
there is no loss of time at anfy point, 
this is the best temperature. Under 
other circumstances a lower tem¬ 
perature, about 80 degrees F., is bet¬ 
ter. It is easy to keep the proper 
temperature if the dough is put into 
a bread-raiser or a fireless cooker 
and a thermometer used. Experi¬ 
enced housekeepers know the right 
temperature for raising and baking 
bread by the sense of feeling, but 
uniform results are most easily 0;>- 
talned by the use of a thermometer. 

Dough should be kept covered while 
it is rising; otherwise a crust will 
form and interfere with the expan¬ 
sion. Some housekeepers brush the 
dough with melted fat, but this is not 
necessary if the dough is well cov¬ 
ered. 

Beginners often have difficulty in 
determining when the dough is

WHAT’S THE MATTER? 


When farmers receive such low prices for their products it becomes a 
question as to whether or not they will raise more than merely enough for 
their own use, and yet city dwellers are forced to pay exorbitant prices for 
these same products, it is evident to any sane person that there is something 
radically wrong with our system of distribution. 

When southern cotton planters become desperate because they can not 
sell their cotton crops for enough to pay the cost of production and market¬ 
ing, and yet northern people are paying high prices for cotton goods, we are 
again inclined to the belief that there is a gentleman of color lurking some¬ 
where in the woodpile. 

Every one is expecting the city laborer and the skilled mechanic to 
voluntarily accept a reduction in pay in order that prices may be brought 
down to normal. Many of them are accepting such reductions, but they con¬ 
tinue to pay high prices at the stores for the clothing that they wear and for 
the food they eat. 

Manufacturing prices are being reduced, but wholesalers and retailers 
are not making proportionate reductions. They are persistently endeavoring 
to grasp every penny in sight. That at least is the situation in the cities, 
and city conditions are reflected to a certain extent in every town and hamlet 
in the country. 

It is hopeless to appeal to patriotism or the spirit of fair play. Neither 
is promiscuous by its presence in the average counting room. 

There remains, then, nothing but law—stern and inflexible. 

The new congress should make this one of its first duties. 

A law should be passed imposing a heavy jail penalty for anything in the 
nature of profiteering. If necessary the law should require that the whole¬ 
sale price be plainly marked on every article of merchandise that Is sold at 
retail. The honest merchant who is satisfied ith a fair profit could find 
no just cause for complaint. It would even w k t- ns advantage. 

The profiteer would turn heaven and oar Q prP /« n t the enactment of 
such a law. And that, to our mind, wo - „ the reatest argument in its 
favor.
